Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

The claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claim 48 is rejected 
as being non-statutory because the said claim recited a computer program having 
a set of instruction... 

Such a claim is non-statutory because the terminology "computer program product" alone has no set 
definition. 

Accordingly, claims 48-51 are rejected.
